REMEMBER THE ORPHANS! 
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Be Sure Your Sin Will Find You Out 


“Be sure your sin will find you out,” 
Numbers 32:23. 


No man can escape from his own sin. 
Every sin you commit will hunt you 
down, find you out, and make you pay. 
There have never been sins committed on 
this earth that the man who committed 
them did not suffer for it. There has never 
been one sin committed that paid. You 
may escape the law of man, but you can’t 
escape the law of God. I want to speak 
about some of the ways in which your 
sin will find you out. 

1. Your sin finds you out in the execu- 
tion of human laws. Of course, the execu- 
tion of human law is necessary and im- 
portant, and yet when one studies it, it 
is simply amazing how every man that 
breaks human law sooner or later is 
brought to book. We think of the out- 
laws of the past, “Pretty-boy Floyd,” 
“Baby-face Nelson,” and many others 
who seemed to be “for a while” escaping 
the execution of human laws, but all the 
time they were weaving a net around 
themselves. 

2. Your sin will find you out in the 
court where there is no bribing. What 
will the answer be for many of the church 
members who have failed God? In that 
court God will be the judge, the court 
of physical retribution which is for moral 
offenses. Your sin will find you out in 
your own body. Not only is it true that 
certain well-known vices are inevitably 
followed by certain awful diseases, but 
it is true in a general way that holiness 
spells health and sin spells disease. Why 
so many men with broken bodies and 
shattered intellects? Violated law. Why 
so many women with shattered bodies 
and minds? Violated law. 

3. Your sins will find you out in your 
own character. Every lie you tell poisons 
your moral blood and undermines your 
moral constitution. Every sin you commit 
breeds an ulcer in your character far 
worse than an ulcer in your body. Do 
you suppose you can oppress a man in his 
wages and not suffer more in your char- 
acter than he suffers in purse? Do you 
suppose you can overreach a man in a 
business transaction and not suffer more 
in what you become, than he suffers in 
what he loses? Do you suppose you can 
read an obscene book, listen to or tell an 
unclean story, gaze upon an impure pic- 
ture, without breeding festering tumors 
in your own soul? Wherever else your sins 
find you out, they will find you out in 
your own character every time. 

4. Your own sin will find you out in 
your conscience. In the mercies of God 
we are so constructed to be conscious of 
sin. Sin means agony—hell on_ earth. 
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Nothing can soothe the torment of an 
accusing conscience. The fact that your 
sin finds you out in so many places is 
proof positive of the existence of a moral 
governor of the universe. Everything in 
nature and history is attuned to virtue; 
everything in nature and history fights 
against wrong and fights for right. And 
to see that fact which we all must see, 
and then to doubt the existence of a God, 
such a God as the Bible speaks of, is to be 
supremely irrational. If you have a guilty 
conscience today, you can go to Jesus and 
He can and will give you rest, for He has 
said, ““Come unto me all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you rest 
for your souls.” We find in the book of 
Romans: ‘There is, therefore, NOW no 
condemnation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit.” 


§. Your sins will find you out in your 
children. The Bible reveals this fact, and 
science confirms it, and instead of trying 
to quarrel with facts that are indisputable, 
we had better get ourselves in line with 
the facts. Take, for instance, the mod- 
erate drinker—he may never get intox- 
icated in his life, but it is overwhelmingly 
probable that some of his children will be 
drunkards. I do not know what the whis- 
ky drinking, beer drinking, cigarette 
smoking mothers expect their children to 
be. I have seen some sad pictures along 
this line. Can you picture a mother 
smoking a cigarette, drinking beer and 
whisky in the presence of her children? 
We have this in our day. What will their 
children be? 


6. Your sins will find you out in eter- 
nity. Death, as many think, does not end 
all; there is a life beyond the grave, and 
into that life we carry our sins and their 
consequences, if we fail to accept Jesus, 


the One that died that you and I might 
live. Man’s sins do not always seem to 
find him out here, but they will there. 
They, for instance, go through life op- 
pressing their employees, getting rich by 
appropriation of other men’s property, 
multiplying their already too large wealth 
by crowding competitors in business to 
the wall with unjust competition, and 
nobody seems to call them to account. 
They are honored on every hand. It will 
not always be so. They will have to pay 
the penalty for their greed, and their 
legal robbery before a God whose eyes are 
not blinded by their sins. Young men 
without character entrap unwary girls 
and send them to ruin, and nobody seems 
to call them to account. They are wel- 
comed into the “best of society.” It will 
not always be so. The time is coming 
when they will stand before the universe 
loaded with dishonors, cast out into ever- 
lasting contempt without God, forever 
lost. What will your answer be? Men go 
through life despising God, laughing at 
His Word, trampling under foot His Son, 
and God lets them live, and nobody seems 
to call them to account. It will not always 
be so. In that world to which you are 
hurrying your sins will find you out. 
What will your answer be when God shall 
flash your sins upon the screens of eter- 
nity? There in eternity’s hall your sins 
will find you out, but too late, too late 
will be your cry. Be sure—be sure—your 
sins will find you out. But, alas, some of 
you have already committed sin, and it 
has already found you out; what shall you 
do? Fly to Jesus. Up to this point I have 
been preaching nothing but law, and law 
is absolutely merciless. The only escape 
from the mercilessness of the law is in 
the grace of the gospel. Your sin was on 
and is on your track like a tiger with open 
mouth to seize you, but the glorious Son 
of God flung Himself in between us and 
the tiger, and the tiger’s teeth rent the 
Savior that you and I might go free. 
Bless His dear name because He has made 
a way for escape. And the Savior says 
now, “Come unto me.” Men and women, 
there is no hope for any of us outside the 
grace of the gospel, but thank God there 
is hope for everyone of us inside the grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. What will your 
answer be if you fail to accept Jesus the 
only Savior?

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GOD has so ordained it that His subjects 
shall communicate with Him through the 
medium of prayer. Ever since the days of Enos, Gen. 4:26, men 
have been calling upon the name of the Lord. With the usher- 
ing in of the New Testament or- 
der, John, the forerunner of Je- 
sus, taught his disciples to pray, 
as did Jesus, the Messiah; and Je- 
sus Himself set the example. In 
the 17th chapter of St. John we 
have a wonderful example, in 
which He communed _ directly 
with His Father concerning His 
work here upon the earth. The 
wonderful outpouring of the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost on the 
day of Pentecost was the result of 
a prayer meeting where 120 had 
gathered together, tarrying for the 
promise of the Father. The mar- 
velous release and deliverance from 
prison of the Apostle Peter was 
also the result of a prayer meeting 
and the answer to prayer was so 
outstanding that it could hardly 
be believed by those who had been 
engaged in communion with God 
in his behalf. And time would fail 
me to tell of all the wonderful things that have been accom- 
plished in answer to prayer. This channel of communication of 
the creature with his Creator is too sacred to refuse or pass by 
in a light way. We were told by Jesus that God would not hold 
him guiltless who took the name of the Lord in vain and to be 
vainly calling upon the name of the Lord might bring a sent- 
ence of guilt upon those so doing. 

But what of the chain-prayer cards that are at present sent 
through the mail. We have received several of them in this of- 
fice, and in the last mail this one was sent in from North Caro- 
lina: ‘“‘‘O Lord, be merciful to all of us and to all nations.’ 
This prayer must go over the whole world. If it doesn’t, mis- 
fortune will enter your home the 9th. As soon as you get this 
card, copy and mail to thirteen people and on the 13th day hap- 
piness will enter your home and you will receive sixteen dol- 
lars. One woman made fun of this and on the 13th her daugh- 
ter went blind, so pay attention to this. Don’t let this die in 
your home. God will bless you for it.” This chain-prayer fad is 
not only formal and of no benefit but is a delusion because it

bears a threat, and the Spirit of God is not guilty of things of 
this nature. God does not strike people blind because their par- 
ents fail to write a chain prayer. Christians will be solemnly 
warned against this delusion and not be carried away with it 
simply because it sails under the guise of prayer. Our commun- 
ication should be directly to the Lord and let our God who seeth 
in secret reward us openly. He is just as able, just as willing, 
and just as duty-bound to take care of His promises as when 


His Son was on earth. 


IN 1 Cor. 15:10 the Atpostle Paul said, 
“By the grace of God I am what I 
am,” and what he said every blood-washed child of God would 
also be able to say for it is only by the grace of God that we are 
what we are, if we are children of God. Paul might also have 
said, by way of retrospection, “By the spirit of the enemy I was 
what I was,” because it is clearly taught in the Word of God 
that we are either of the Spirit of God or of the spirit of the 
enemy. In God’s creation He made everything after its kind 
but there are some things which are not after their kind. What 
are they? They are those things which are the product of cross- 
breeding or crosspollinating, and are known to us as hybrids. 
On one occasion a colored preacher was asked, ‘“‘Do you be- 
lieve that God made everything?” “‘No,” said the preacher, “I 
do not. I believe that God made a horse and I believe that God 
made a donkey but I do not believe that God had anything to 
do with a mule.” Perhaps this il- 
lustration would fit in an expla- 
nation of God’s dealing with His 
children and the children ot the 
enemy. We are told in 1 John 3: 
8, ‘Whosoever is born of God 
doth not commit sin,” and again, 
“He that committeth sin is of the 
devil.” We are also told, ‘In this 
the children of God are made 
manifest, and the children of the 
devil.” Is it possible that one could 
be a sinner and a child of God? 
No, those who would so claim 
would be considered spiritual hy- 
brids for we must be either this or 
that. In the message of Christ to 
the church at Laodicea, Rev. 3:15, 
He said, “I know thy works, that 
thou art neither cold nor hot: I 
would thou wert cold or hot. So 
then because thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth.” 
Thus we are taught that those who try to hold to the world 
with one hand and Christ with the other are sickening to 
Christ. God is not looking for hybrids but for pure breds, men 
who will turn their back on sin and sinning, men and women 
who will turn loose the world and launch out wholeheartedly 
for God so that they can claim those blessings promised to 
obedient children, and be partakers of His divine grace. 
WE frequently hear people say that the days 
of miracles are passed, that there are those 
who do not believe that God manifests 
Himself in great power to heal and to deliver from great ca- 
lamities in these modern times. But letter after letter comes to 
our office telling us of God’s wonderful power manifested in 
the healing of terrible diseases of patients that have been given 
up by medical science,—testimonies of the healing of epilepsy, 
of the healing of cancers, of the healing of tuberculosis. Is 
there any reason why those reporting such wonderful visita-

Spiritual Hybrids 


The Days of 
Miracles 
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Perilous Times = = BY E. L. SIMMONS, JR. 


“This know also, that in the last days 
perilous times shall come,” 2 Tim. 3:1. 


Indeed at this time the world is 
wrought with danger. Regardless of the 
great defence plan which America is now 
plunging into, it takes but little to see 
that we are headed for a great conflict 
which will be the greatest of all history 
and gives great danger of complete anni- 
hilation to the democratic government we 
now enjoy here in the United States. of 
America. 

When we realize that only a few short 
years past Germany was a country of 
God-loving people, it makes it more 
dreadful yet to look at. Likewise only a 
few short years ago all the head men in 
the Russian government were church 
men, men who worshiped God and tried 
to govern as their conscience ruled best. 

Realizing these facts, let us turn over 
a few swift pages of Russian and Ger- 
man history which as yet is not like that 
of America. We see the anti-Christian 
movement in Russia as it swiftly and 
secretly gained power until, rising up, 
they overthrew the government and set 
up a communistic form of rule. All things 
pertaining to right were immediately cast 
down. We see moral standards as they 
fell. Let us draw a typical scene of a 
couple in Russia today. A young man and 
girl meet on the streets of their village 
and decide to get married. They go to 
the clerk and upon payment of a fee they 
are registered as man and wife. No li- 
cense, no ceremony, nothing but a regis- 
tration. They perhaps live as man and 
wife for a short while when the man 
meets another old friend (lady) and they 
decide he made a mistake and they are the 
couple which should have been married 
instead of he and the girl then his wife. 
They go to the same clerk, pay the fee 
and it is recorded that he and his wife are 
divorced. They pay another fee and the 
new girl is his wife. You can see to what 
low standards their morality must go. 

Those who disagree with the state and 
are unwise enough to let the fact be 
known are carted off to the concentration 
camps. Filth, disease, and starvation soon 
have their effect. Sickness rages among 
the camps. The victims swell, their flesh 
rots off and they soon die a death of tor- 
ture. Why? Because they dare to stand 
against the ungodliness of the land. Or- 
phans run the streets seeking scraps of 
garbage to keep them from starving. 
Frantic mothers seek a scrap of bread for 
their starving babies, heedless of their own 
hunger. Their dead litter the streets where 
they have died miserable deaths from 
starvation, etc. They are gathered up on 
flat cars like cordwood and taken to pits 
dug by other prisoners, dumped in and 
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buried like so many dogs. 

In Germany virtue is hardly known. 
The women are paid for their ungodli- 
ness in child rearing, heedless of whether 
single or married. Hitler gives special out- 
ings where boys and girls go on trips to- 
gether without the benefit of chaperons. 
Night comes and they all pile down and 
sleep side by side on the decks. All that 
that more men may be had to feed to the 
cannons of those who dare oppose Hitler 
in his drive to conquer the world. 

One man who had been a captain in 
the army recently managed to slip out of 
Germany. He was over one of these 
camps. A young girl had been sent there 
because she persisted in worshiping God. 
After indecently mistreating her and 
causing her to be tortured in many ways, 
orders came to him to execute her. She 
was led to the edge of a cliff. She asked 
that she be allowed to pray beforehand. 
They granted this last request but as they 
watched her pray and God worked to 
cause tears to stand in their eyes, the 
young captain could stand it no longer. 
He raised his hand in the signal to cause 
the squad to fire. As she prayed the bul- 
lets knocked her over the cliff dead. He 
further told of how he returned to his 
quarters and soon received a letter from 
his mother’s sister begging him to try 
to save this same girl he had ordered shot 
as she prayed. Who was she? His own 
cousin. 

These are just a few things which we 
have picked out of different news publi- 
cations. Are they not awful? Yes. They 
are, but someone said, ‘““The United States 
will never go like that.” Brother, do you 
know that there are more communists in 
the United States today than were in 
Russia when they overthrew the govern- 
ment? They are in some of our most im- 
portant offices today. They have even 
made the boast that they can cripple and 
even stop American business, stop the de- 
fence program, in short, take the govern- 
ment in twenty-four hours. 

Russia and Germazy used to serve God. 
They let the powers of Satan step up un- 
awares. It is time America awakened. 
More than that, it is time we as Christians 
should band ourselves in prayer to God 
that our land of democracy and religious 
freedom might be spared. Indeed Satan 
walketh about as a roaring lion seeking 
whom he may devour. Let us watch 
therefore for we know not the time, 
neither the day nor the hour, that the 
Son of man cometh, Surely He is coming 
soon. I want to be found faithful. Don’: 
you? Thank God, we can be overcomers 
for He is with us even to the end of the 
world. “He that overcometh the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment; and I 


will not blot out his name out of the 
book of life,” hallelujah, “but I will con- 
fess his name before my Father, and be- 
fore his angels.”

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Question Box 


Question: Please explain John 3:5. Is 
being born of water a birth or a bap- 
tism? Does being born of water have 
reference to the natural birth?—R. L. R. 

Answer: This scripture has been used 
with reference to water baptism; how- 
ever, since water baptism is only the an- 
swer of a good conscience toward God 
and does not bring about a spiritual ex- 
perience, this interpretation or explana- 
tion is objected to on the part of most 
holiness believers. Many of them believe 
that it refers to the natural birth but 
there is a great deal of objection to this 
explanation because Nicodemus himself 
reasoned a man could not be born again 
of a natural birth, and Jesus had said unto 
him, “Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.” It would seem super- 
fluous for Jesus to argue that man must 
be born of a natural birth since that has 
always been God’s plan for keeping up 
the population of the earth and has noth- 
ing to do with the plan of salvation. 
Perhaps a better explanation is that the 
water birth refers to being begotten of 
and born of the Word. In support of this 
we call attention to 1 Peter 1:23, “Being 
born again, not of corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the word of God, 
which liveth and abideth forever.” Thus 
we see that man is born by the Word. In 
Eph. 5:26, we have these words, “That 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word.” In this 
statement we have it clearly shown that 
water is symbolic of the Word, thus a 
water birth would be a birth brought 
about by the Word of God or a cleansing 
by the Word and not a natural birth.

Question: Please explain Rev. 19:7, the 
marriage of the Lamb. Does this mean 
that it has just taken place after the 
tribulation is over?—P. D. F. 

Answer: It has been believed among 
many people that the marriage supper of 
the Lamb would take place immediately 
after the rapture of the saints, but the 
setting of the above scripture seems to 
set forth that the marriage supper will be 
just before the return of Christ to His 
kingdom; in other words, that the second 
coming of Christ in His glory will be 
immediately after the marriage supper of 
the Lamb has been partaken of. This being 
the case, not only the raptured saints but 
also the 144,000 sealed Jews, that are 
caught up before the throne and are 
found on the sea of glass, will also be at 
the marriage supper. The Church will be 
in heaven during the period of time be- 
tween the rapture and the setting of the 
supper. 
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Question: 1 would like very much for 
you to explain 1 Cor. 14:34, 35. Is this 
against women preaching?—Mrs. J. C. 

Answer: No, this is not against women 
preaching the gospel or telling the glad 
news of salvation. Let us read the passage 
cited: “Let your women keep silence in 
the churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but they are commanded 
to be under obedience, as also saith the 
law. And if they will learn any thing, let 
them ask their husbands at home: for it 
is a shame for women to speak in the 
church.” The scripture is, within itself, 
self-explanatory. The idea that some of 
the women were trying to dictate the 
policies of the Church and inquire into 
its workings, making the governmental 
part of it their business, is clearly dis- 
closed, and Paul says that they should 
not do it. The statement “they are com- 
manded to be under obedience, as also 
saith the law” sets forth the real position 
that they were in and also tells them 
how they should be. Both the Old Testa- 
ment and the New give us accounts of 
women having their part in_ religious 
work. Miriam, Deborah, Huldah, Noa- 
diah, were all prophetesses of the Old 
Testament. Luke tells of Anna the proph- 
etess, and we are also told that the 
daughters of Philip prophesied. A proph- 
etess is a female prophet, the Hebrew 
word for which means to “bubble forth” 
or “a weller-forth,” “one who utters a 
communication.” It would be impossible 
for women to be utterers of a communi- 
cation and to be silent. Aquilla’s wife, 
Priscilla, was a co-worker with him, and 
Phebe seemed to be a servant of the 
church at Cenchrea. Just what she did 
is not disclosed, but it is to be believed 
that she preached since Paul said she was 
a succorer of many and also of him. In 
this light we conclude that a woman is 
within her rights to tell forth the glad 
news of salvation but out of place trying 
to dictate the policies of the government 
of God’s Church. 


Question: Please tell me if this is in 
the Bible, “I will cast your sins into the 
sea of forgetfulness, and remember them 
against you no more.”—L. M. T. 

Answer: This quotation is not scripture 
but there are so many places in the Bible 
that convey the same idea, that there 
would be nothing wrong in making such 
an expression. In Jer. 31:34 we have this 
statement, “For they shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto the greatest 
of them, saith the Lord: for I will forgive 
their iniquity, and will remember their 
sin no more.” Heb. 8:12, “I will be mer- 
ciful to their unrighteousness, and their 
sins and their iniquities will I remember 
no more.” Heb. 10:17, “And their sins 
and iniquities will I remember no more.” 


These scriptures mean the same thing as 
the statement of inquiry.

LEAVES FROM THE FIG TREE 


An Interpretation of Current Events in the Light of Holy Prophecy 


‘Now, learn a parable of the fig tree: when his branch is yet tender and putteth forth leaves, y: 
know that summer is nigh,” Matt. 24:32.

According to TIME the Roman Catho- 
lic Holy Name Society is launching a 
drive to put the New Testament into all 
the 4,500,000 homes in the United States. 
Occasion of the drive is the first author- 
ized Catholic English-language revision 
of Holy Writ since 1749, a simplified text 
which omits inverted phrases and archaic 
word forms changes, “tidings” to “news,” 
“wilderness” to “stretcher,” etc. Typical 
modernization: Matthew XIII’s reference 
to Christ’s miracle-working power from 
“Whence therefore hath he all these 
things” to “Then where did he get all 
this?” Roman Catholics have never ac- 
cepted the King James Version of the 
Bible used by Protestants. Their Bible is 
based on a translation made by exiled 
English priests in the 16th century, The 
Roman Catholics, with their strict gov- 
ernmental authority exercised by their 
priesthood, can make it mandatory to 
read or not to read any book of their 
choosing. If the New Testament follows 
closely the divine plan of salvation, God 
grant that the Catholics may read it and 
be saved thereby! 


“Harbin, Manchoukuo, May 6.—Thir- 
ty-three persons were killed and many in- 
jured in an earthquake early today in 
Suihwa, 75 miles north. A hotel collapsed 
and the ruins then caught on fire. Num- 
erous homes were also shaken to the 
ground.” 

“Asheville, N. C., May 10.—A slight 
earth tremor was felt in the north and 
western part of this resort city today and 
lasted from three to six seconds. Windows 
and dishes rattled but no damage was re- 
ported. The weather bureau attributed 
the movement to a very mild earth- 
quake.” Yes, mild, perhaps, but another 
warning from the hand of God, withal. 

The following is gleaned from TIME: 
“We are faced with the cold fact that 
about 40% of the young men of our 
country at ages twenty-one to thirty- 
five are either considered physically unfit 
to enter training for military service or 
are fit for limited service only. It cannot 
be said that since the World War the 
health of young men has improved, al- 
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though never before has medical knowl- 
edge and skill been at a higher level.” 
Thus last week spoke Dr. George Canby 
Robinson, chairman of a conference on 
national-defense health problems spon- 
sored by Manhattan’s Milbank Memorial 
Fund. Most rejections are for bad teeth; 
others, poor eyesight, diseases of the heart 
and circulation, deformities of arms and 
legs, genito-urinary and veneral diseases, 
mental and nervous disorder. 


BY THE UNITED PRESS: May 12.— 
“The nation’s defense production already 
threatened with paralyzing strike action 
in the San Francisco shipbuilding indus- 
try, met new peril Sunday night when a 
strike call resounded through the far 
flung General Motors empire. Culminat- 
ing ten days of unavailing mediation ne- 
gotiations between labor, management 
and government, the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations United Automobile 
Workers announced that 160,000 employ- 
ees would stop work in sixty-one General 
Motors plants next Thursday morning, 
unless grievances were adjusted.” What a 
tragedy, with times already perilous and 
our own national safety already jeopard- 
ized that a matter of 10c per hour or 
some other equally minor trouble can’t 
be adjusted without the strong arm of 
the government. The writer feels very 
definitely that if these conditions con- 
tinue to prevail the government will be 
forced to assume arbitrary control over 
the management of mechanical and au- 
tomotive plants. THE LIBERTIES OF 
BOTH LABOR AND CAPITAL, 
WHEN THEY GO, WILL NOT RE- 
TURN. 

Columbus, Ohio, May 11.—The state 
department of liquor control reported to- 
day that liquor sales in Ohio during the 
first three months of 1941 totalled $14,- 
795,966, an increase of $1,647,161 over 
the corresponding period last year. The 
more critical and perilous the times, the 
more godless become the people. If the 
above story is true in Ohio, it is equally 
true elsewhere. 

“Demonstrating how Boy Scouts can be 
of service to their communities in times 


of disaster, a MOCK AIR RAID, 
SOUND EFFECTS AND ALL, will be 
staged during the Scout-O-Rama, Satur- 
day, May 10, at the fair grounds. The 
Scouts are constructing paper buildings 
and a village consisting of church, stores, 
and houses, to be set up immediately be- 
fore the act. Scouts will be playing about 
them. Then will come a blackout, the 
air-raid alarms, the sound of bursting 
bombs and, when lights are again turned 
on, the buildings will be in ruins.” I sup- 
pose that is, in the minds of the Scout 
leadership, what the Bible means by 
“Training up a child in the way it should 
go.” It seems mighty hard and cruel that 
even the children should have to be 
taught the art of war. However, readers 
will notice that the war-spirit seems to 
permeate the very air we breathe. Men, in 
high places or low, who sound a note for ~ 
peace, are branded as “Nazi lovers,” “Ap- 
peasers,” ‘Fifth Columnists” or some 
other name equally opprobrious. 


Much has been written in recent days 
concerning Stalin and his assumption of 
the Premiership of Russia. There was a 
time, a few days ago, when he had all the 
nations guessing as to his probable course. 
I feel, very definitely, that while Stalin 
may maneuver a while for position, he 
will fall on the Axis side of the war- 
ring countries. All signs and indications 
point to that alliance. What could be 
more natural? Both are anti-God, anti- 
Christ in feeling and in motive. Both 
have the same abhorrence of religious 
things. Both are exercising personal ruler- 
ship over millions of people. Both hate 
democracy and all its works. “Birds of a 
feather flock together,” and “Water seeks 
its own level,” are apt adages in their 
case. The 38th Chapter of Ezekiel is cited 
by many prophetic students and lecturers 
as pointing definitely to an alliance be- 
tween Hitler and Stalin. The next few 
days will probably tell the story.
